Reed, who said that McKissick

's now possible to tell most of the 
deetails of the European recovery 
program which the Administra- 
tior. will recommend. 

While the four-year cost is now 
estimated at around $16,500,000,- 
000, Congress will be asked at this 
time for only six to seven billion 
dollars. The program will in- 
clude not only dollar assistance 
but aid in specific commodities. 
Among other things, the Adminis- 
tration will urge that no political 
strings—such as objections to so- 
cialism—be attached to American 


aid. 
Price Delay Prospect, 

A usually well-informed source 
said President Truman was will- 
ing to rem. e high prices from his 
program for the Nov. 17 special 
session of Congress if the law- 
makers would act this year on 
both emergency aid to Europe and 
the long-range Marshall plan. 
Truman, it was said, considers the 
European situation so critical 
that he would agree to sidetrack 
the price issue until after the first 
of the year. 

The Administration probably 
will leave it to Congress to decide 
whether the Marshall program 
should be administered by a Gov- 
ernment corporation, responsible 
directly to Congress, or a separate 
Government agency, responsible 
to the President. 

One of the proposals being con- 
sidered is to ship some of Amer- 
ica’s huge gold hoard to Europe 
as a stabilization fund for use 
by Marshall plan countries as re- 
serves to back up their own local 
currencies. A figure of about 
three billion dollars has been men- 
tioned for this stabilization fund. 

Most other key points in the 
Administration program have now 
been resolved. The 19-man Presi- 
dential advisory committee headed 
by Secretary of Commerce W. 
Averell Harriman is to make its 
report soon. Chairman Vanden-

House Chairman Thinks 
Prospects for Legisla- 
tion Improved by Re- 
port of Advisory Group.

Boy, 12, to Be Held for Murder 
In the Killing of His Playmate, 7 


Accused Tells Coroner’ 


s Jury of Quarrel With 


Victim—Fit of Anger, 


He Says.

CHICAGO; Nov. 5 (UP) — 
Twelve-year-old Howard Lang 
told a coroner’s jury today how 
he killed Lonnie Fellick, 7. The 


jurors then found that Fellick’s 
death was murder and that young 
Lang should be held for the grand 
jury. 

Howard was the principal wit- 
ness among six juveniles whose 
stories were involved in police in- 
vestigation of the crime. Others 
who testified included his 17-year- 
old “girl friend,” Anna Mae 
Evans, and Gerald Michalek, 9, 
who said he held young Fellick's 
legs while Lang dropped a piece 
of concrete on him. : 

His face nearly expressionless, 
Howard reviewed at the inquest 
his story of how he went into 
Thatcher’s woods Oct. 18, quar- 
reled with Lonnie, stabbed him 
and hit him with the concrete. 

One thing, which might figure 
in his defense later, was empha- 
sized by the boy. He insisted that 
he killed Lonnie in a fit of anger, 
and did not plan to kill him 
when they went into the woods. 

“He swore at me,” Howard said. 
He also repeated that young Fel- 
lick had threatened to “tell” about 
$10 which Howard had stolen. 

To the questioning of Assistant 


State’s Attorney Richard Austin, 
Lang answered briefly and with- 
out hesitation, saying “yes” to 
most of the questions. 

In addition to the Evans girl 
and the Michalek boy, other play- 
mates of young Lang testified. 
They said “Howie” had told them 
he killed young Fellick and of- 


the body, but for a long time they 
believed he was only bragging. 

After the verdict was returned, 
Mrs. Alma Lang, 40, mother . of 
Howard, broke into hysterical 
sobbing, crying “They’re murder- 
ing my baby, they’re taking him 
from me.” 

Investigation of the Fellick 
boy’s death touched off a series 
of charges that “abominable con- 
ditions” of immorality existed 
among children of the school at- 
tended by Lang and Fellick. 

State’s Attorney William J. 
Touhy said that he had assigned 
his assistant, James Cherry, and 
investigators from his office to 
examine the entire district, with 
special attention given to juvenile 
wards and children listed ag in- 
corrigible.

4 ‘Security’ Categories 
Now May Be Used 


Only With Consent of 
Gen, Bradley. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (UP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration, 
criticized by the nation’s editors 
for a so-called “gag rule” on in- 


formation, hag set aside the rule 
temporarily, it was disclosed to- 
day 


The agency’s branch public re- 
lations directors, in a two-day 
briefing here, have been informed 
that four classifications of re- 
stricted information set up . by 
VA's circular 61 can be applied 
only by the chief security officer 
and then only with consent of 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, veterans’ 
admi tor. 

Bradley, it was learned, views 
the order with misgivings and is 


not likely to approve its use. 

Meanwhile, the administrator 
plans to call on the Security Ad- 
visory Board to clarify a memo- 
randum on which VA, three 
months ago, based the “national 
security” order. 

On receipt of this information, 
it was reported, Bradley either 
will revoke, or modify the circular. 
The advisory board now has re- 
phrased its proposed restrictions, 
which were designed to “safe- 
guard information for national 
security.” 

In addition to “top secret” and 
“secret” classifications, 
information disclosure of which 
would impair national safety, the 
VA order classed as “confidential” 
material that would be “preju- 
dicial . . . to any governmental 
activity, or an individual, or 
would cause administrative em- 
barrassment or difficulty.” 

The American Society of News- 
paper editors recently denounced 
this as a “gag rule” and called on 
President Truman to revoke the 
circular and forbid other Govern- 
ment agencies from issuing simi- 
lar directives. 

A spokesman for Bradley told 
the agency's press representatives 
the order, for the present, in no 
way modifies VA’s previous open- 
door policy on information. Un- 
der that policy, little but individ- 
ual veterans’ records is classed 
confidential.

The 60,000 
whites represent the total increase 
in 80 years of territorialism—a 
period during which the United 
States gained a hundred million.

Rus- 
sians are especially taken by its 
color printing and handsome 
makeup.

Contrary to general belief, 
knowledge of the United States 
in certain aspects is widespread. 
Scores of thousands of Russians 
have relatives in this country who 
send frequent letters. Despite 
postal ‘censorship, information gets 
throvgh about American prosperi- 
ty, standards of living and free- 
dom from government regulations. 
But the average Russian knows 
little about American ideals and 
political institutions, which are 


constantly misrepresented by of- 


ficial propaganda. 
By and large, the Russian peo- 
ple were well aware of American 


aid to their country during the 


war. Thousands of trucks with 
the legend “U.S.A.” rolled about 
the land. Food packages and 
cans bore American labels. The 
Russian nickname for a jeep is 
“Willie,” which is a corruption 
of the name of its American 
manufacturer. 

Long ago, like American sol- 
diers, they were making jokes 
about spam. Before the Allied 
landing in Normandy, when Rus-

Do Russians Have Atomic Bomb? 


Some Scientists Think U. S. S. R. May Be 
Close to Experimental Missile, but 
Far From Military Quantities.’

HE time factor in Russian atomic production is one of major 
Most of the scientists and engineers whom I con- 
sulted in writing this series—including the top names in our 
own wartime atomic project—think the Russians may be very close 
to the production of their first experimental bomb, but quite a long 
way from producing atomic bombs in “significant military quan- 
tities” which means enough bombs to fight a war with.

American scientist told me, 
“their scientific people have let 
them down. Estimates of when 
they will have their first experi- 
mental bomb vary from right now 
to as far away as 1960, the aver- 
age view being 1948 or 1949. One 
or two opinions incline to the 
view that they are not doing any- 
thing at all in the way of plant 
building as yet, but are confining 
themselves to laboratory research 
and experiment. 

As to the length of time it will 
take for them to produce “signi- 
ficant military quantities” of 
bombs, the expressed opinions are 
all qualified by saying that it de- 
pends on the degree of priority 
given to their atomic project. The 
earliest suggested possible date,

age is 1955-1960, with the ten- 
dency toward the latter date. It 
is particularly noteworthy that the 
men who had most to do with 
the engineering and production 
side of our own atomic project 
incline toward the later dates.

Of course the number of plants 
has something to do with the 
amount and speed of production. 
So does the number of bombs 
considered “significant.” Obvious- 
ly I can discuss neither of these 
points very definitely, as to do so 
might give some idea of our own 
production: I have only the hazi- 
est idea of it myself, but even 
that is not a proper subject for 
the public prints. The “signifi- 
cant” number is of course a mili- 
tary decision, and it depends on 
the kind of war you are planning 
or expecting to fight. 

In any case, it is clear that with 
so many unknown factors, 30

staff in its senses would place 
any dependence in a new weapon 
until it had made sure that it 
would work. That means that the 


Russians must, when they have 


produced their first experimental 
bomb, try to fire it off to see 
whether it will explode—as we did 
at Alamogordo, N.M., in. 1945. 
And here is a significant point: 
neither the Russians nor ourselves 


can make a little bomb to experi- 


ment with. You have to have a 
full-sized bomb or nothing. This 
is because of the nature of the 
bomb itself, the factor known as 
“critical size.” To put the matter 
as simply as possible, the ex- 
plosion of an atomic bomb, like 
any other explosion, depends on a 
sudden release of energy in a 
confined space. 

Atomic explosion depends on the 
action of neutrons released from 
a split atom, striking other atoms 
and releasing other neutrons, thus 
setting up an expanding “chain re- 
action.” Neutrons which escape 
from a piece of uranium into the 
atmosphere without hitting and 
splitting atoms are lost as far as 
the development of the explosion 
is concerned. The loss of neutrons 
is through the surface. 


The chance of neutrons hitting 
atoms increases with the size of 
the piece of uranium. But as a 
piece of uranium increases in size, 
its surface does not increase as 
rapidly as its volume or mass. 
Thus the volume of a sphere 
varies as the cube of its radius, 
but the surface of a sphere varies 
only as the square of the radius. 

So, for explosive purposes, the 
problem is to have a piece of ex- 
plosive material just big enough 
so that the majority of the neu- 
trons are “captured” before they 
can escape through the surface. 
If it is too small, it will not ex- 
plode at all. If it is too big, it be- 
comes extremely difficult to con-

bomb thus resolves itself into the 
problem of getting a piece of ex- 
plosive material just under the 
critical size and then quickly add- 
ing to it another piece that will 
bring it up to the critical size.

Fair Chance of Tip-off. 


The point to be made here is 
that you must have a full-sized 
explosion or no explosion at all. 
Since the explosion of an atomic 
bomb diffuses radio- active ele- 
ments over a very wide area, af- 
fecting the sensitive indicators 
available to modern science at 
enormous distances, there is a fair 
chance that when the Russians 
set off their first experimental 
bomb we shall know about it 
within a few days. I say a fair 
chance, for this is not a certainty

Farben's Intelligence Network, 


Which Rivaled German Army, 
Fitted Neatly Into Nazi War Plan 


Max Ilgner, Ex-street Brawler, Created Sys- 
tem, Whose Information Was Better Than 
That of Most Governments—His Brother, 
Rudolph, Handled American Branch.

G. FARBEN, the German chemical trust, like any business of 
its size, had sales agencies, cartel agreements, and even actual 
shares in concerns all over the world, 


Captured records show Farben financial influence in more than 


500 foreign companies, including 55 in the United States, 


But it is neither the having of them nor their individual mal- 
feasances with which the 24 leading Farben officials are accused 
before the American military tribunal here.

The charge is a much more 
| sweeping one. The prosecution con- 
tends, and has introduced tons of 
documents to support its case, that 
the whole gigantic complex was 
consciously and deliberately mold- 
ed into a weapon of war. 

So efficient was Farben’s spy 
system, that the German Army 
came to lean heavily on I.G. for 
its reports. Sometimes it sent its 
own army agents abroad under the 
cloak of Farben business. More 
often, it simply incorporated Far- 
ben’s existing machinery. 


Talent For Intrigue 


It is difficult to say ‘at what 
time Farben determined it would 
establish such a system. Part of it 
dates from the arrival in Berlin 
of a shrewd and calculating young 
veteran of the First World War, 
about the same time that Farben 
acquired its present corporate 
structure in 1926. 

The veteran was Max IIgner, a 
malcontent, who had let off steam 
by joining the street brawlers, the 
forerunners of the Nazis in the 
Rhineland. Once with Farben, his 
talents for intrigue and organiza- 
tion came into their oẽW W. 


By 1927, a political economy 
section had been set up, Its steady 
expansion and burgeoning influ- 
ence were to be IIgner's chief 
activities for almost 20 years, 

In the beginning it was little 
more than a first-class information 
center. It subscribed to publica- 
tions all over. It employed expert 
analysts. It called for more and 
better reports from its representa- 
tives abroad, whether they were 
selling aspirin or negotiating rub- 
ber deals. 

Long before the Nazis ever 


thought of it, Farben was reach- 
ing out for important connections 
in the United States, In 1928, 
Ilgner traveled to New York to 
organize there a “Committee on 
Political Economy.” In 1930 it was 
incorporated as the “U.S. and 
Transatlantic Service Corp.” A 
year later it became “Chemnyco,” 
and as such the heart and nerve 
center of Farben’s activities in 
North America. 


Brother Headed Combine. 


By something more than coin- 
cidence, it was headed by Max's 
Americanized brother, Rudolph. 
In 1939, when the Justice Depart- 
ment got around to taking a tardy 
peek at some of “Chemnyco’s” 
dealings, Rudolph burned a lot 
of incriminating “records. He 
pleaded guilty, paid a $1000 fine, 
and there the matter seems to 
have ended. 


Brother Max had no illusions 
about what might have happened 
otherwise. In one of the series 
of affidavits he made in Nuern- 
berg, he wrote: 


“Chemnyco had sent data on 
political economy to Vowi (Far- 
ben’s intelligence system) from 
which inferences with regard to 
American armament could be 
made and, apparently, one felt 
concerned that American authori- 
— might establish such conclu- 
sions.” 


On the surface, Chemnyco was 
Farben’s agent for handling its 
numerous patent arrangements,

Prices That Are Attractive 


A Plot Against Housewives 


The most imbecile absurdity in the dietary 
field today is the law which forces millions of 
housewives daily to spend time in the mussy, 
worrisome job of coloring oleomargarine to 
look like butter. The oleo could just as well be 


colored yellow in the factory, but federal and 


state laws prevent this. 

The dairy lobby has frightened the lawmakers 
until they fear to repeal a statute which makes 
a needless nuisance in every other kitchen in 
the land. One of the most powerful elements in 
this lobby, as it happens, is the National Co- 
operative Milk Producers Federation, which 
opens its annual convention here today. 

In an earlier day, the dairy lobby justified 
punitive laws on oleo because they encouraged 
the consumption of butter; which had certain 
health-giving elements that oleo lacked. Now, 
however, practically all oleo is fortified with 
vitamins and any mifferals needed to make it the 
health equivalent of butter. In its recent con- 
vention at Atlantic City, the American Public 
Health Association took note of this fact with 
this resolution: 

Generally rising prices of essential foods 
constitute a serious threat to the nutrition 
and well-being of the American people. 
Scientific evidence has shown that enriched 
oleomargarine supplies the food factors us- 
ually expected of butter. Present federal 
and state taxes on oleomargarine seriously 
raise the retail price of this commodity, thus 
violating the principle that government 


should facilitate rather than hinder the pro- 
vision of a satisfactory diet for all the 


le. 

3 therefore resolved that: The Ameri- 

can Public Health Association condemns 

specific taxes on oleomargarine and respect- 
fully petitions the Congress and the various 
state legislatures to repeal these taxes. 

The Missouri Legislature, to its credit, has not 
placed a special tax on oleo. But it has for- 
bidden it to be sold in the color of butter. Even 
though oleomargarine comes out naturally yel- 
low, from the color of its ingredients, it has to 
be bleached before it can be sold. 

The Federal Government has only a nominal 
tax—a quarter of a cent a pound—on white 
oleo, But an added tax of 10 cents a pound 
must be paid if it is colored yellow. 

And this is why oleomargarine is sold white 
and why the housewife must take the burnt- 
orange pill or powder that comes with the pack- 
age and knead it into the oleo to give it color. 

Just now there is a special reason why this 
silly tribute to a special interest should be 
stopped. The Department of Agriculture says 
that four and a half pounds of grain must be 
fed to a cow to produce a pound of butter. The 


United States is expected to consume this year 


700,000,000 pounds of oleomargarine. Repeal of 
the special oleomargarine taxes imposed by 
most states, with repeal of state and federal 


laws against colored oleo, would double the con- 
_ gumption, it is estimated. 


A shift of this extent from butter to oleo 
would save 52,500,000 bushels of grain for ship- 
ment to Europe—more than half the 100,600,000 
bushels Europe needs from us. 

A substantial shift from butter to oleo could 
be accomplished without working a hardship on 
the dairy industry. Cheese is selling now at 60 
cents a pound and has to be eked out by quan- 
tities of “cheese foods” containing only 25 per 
cent or so of butter fat. 

During the war fluid milk consumption rose 
to where it was taking 60 per cent of all the 
milk produced. Now the figure has slumped. 
A sizable switch to oleo would release large 
quantities of milk to ease the milk shortage. 

This is something which deserves the atten- 
tion of President Truman and his Citizens’ Food 
Committee. If there were no question whatever 
of food and grain saving, still this conspiracy of 
the dairy interests against a competing product 
should be stepped upon hard. It is a nuisance, 
a racket and an indignity. If the housewives 
have half the poiitical power usually ascribed to 
them, they will frighten the supine legislators 
responsible for these laws into repealing them 
as soon as Congress and the legislatures meet. 
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Bank notes are reported to be leveling off. 
They being what is known as the Great Leveler. 
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The Navy’s Airport Case 

In its first official statement on use of St. 
Louis-Lambert Field, the Navy makes an impres- 
sive case for continuation of naval reserve opera- 
tions at the municipal airport. Since Mayor 
Kaufmann and President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service both are absent from the city, St. 
Loulsans must await their return for whatever 
reply these officials may have to offer. 

Speaking for the Navy, Capt. Roland Kauff- 
man says in substance that there is no basis for 
the city’s argument that Navy planes are inter- 
fering with commercial operations. He says that 
Navy planes take off and land only as permitted 
by the control tower and that commercial planes 
always have first call. Navy planes do not prac- 
tice in the vicinity of the airport, but fly to Ft. 
Leonard Wood and Vichy Field for that purpose. 
Naval operations are very light through the 
week and average around 45 planes each Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

This is only part of the Navy’s case. The rest 
of it includes such items as these: The Navy is 
ready and willing to pay rent for runway use, 
but has been unable to get the city to set a 
figure; the naval base has the only adequate fire 
and crash equipment at the airport, the crews 
for which are on a 24-hour alert; the naval force 
has the only snowplows at the field. Capt. 
Kauffman says that these facilities would cost 
the city about $200,000 a year. 

The basic argument, however, is that close 
association of the naval base with the airport 
permits 350 pilots and 550 enlisted men in the 
St. Louis reserve to keep up regular training. 
It also permits some 750 volunteer reservists to 
continue training. The organized reserve group 
alone amounts to one full carrier group of pilots 
and two “small carrier” groups. This is a con- 


‘tribution to the national defense program which 


no one will want to dismiss. 

It is obvious that the naval base is a com- 
munity asset—all the more of an asset since St. 
Louis no longer has a military post at Jefferson 


Barracks. The problems which the base pro- 


duces certainly are not insurmountable. Careful 
flying by the naval pilots, working arrange- 
ments as to rent of runways, a definite agree-

ment as to the Navy’s stattis—these all can be 
worked out. The citizen will see no reason why 
Mayor Kaufmann and Capt. Kauffman cannot 
get together. 
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Alaska—America’s “Stepchild 
Alaska should be given statehood—and it 
should be given statehood now. Gov. Ernest 
Gruening of Alaska, in his St. Louis visit, gives 
compelling and, in our view, unanswerable rea- 
sons why Congress should act promptly. 

The most important reason is that Alaska is 
virtually defenseless. Fifty-four miles or 80 
across the Bering Strait lies Siberia. If Moscow 
were so minded, Russia could take Alaska with 


one air-borne division. By our neglect of Alaska, 
‘we are courting another Pearl Harbor, one 


whose effects might be a good deal more disas- 
trous than the first Pearl Harbor. 

What has statehood got to do with that? Just 
this: that if Alaska rose to dignity, influence 
and rights of a state. it would have, among its 
other advantages, two United States Senators 
and a Representative to get up on their hind 
legs and demand recognition of Alaska’s vita] 
strategic importance. At present, the territory 
has one harried, overworked, voteless delegate. 

We believe the Army and Navy, much inter- 
ested right now in getting adequate funds from 
Congress for defense, would welcome the power- 
ful aid that could be given by an Alaskan dele- 
gation, which could spread the facts about 
Alaska on the floor of Senate and House, and 
before congressional committees, yes, and at the 
White House. . 

There are many other reasons why Alaska 
should have statehood, and none of the three 
main arguments against it has any real weight. 
One is that Alaska is not contiguous. Neither 
is Hawaii and the House of Representatives has 
already passed a bill to admit Hawaii. But what 
has contiguity got to do with it, anyway? Second, 
Alaska has too small a population. Alaska has 
90,000, a small population indeed, but Illinois 
had only 40,000 when it was admitted in 1818 
and Missouri, which was admitted three years 
later, had in the 1820 census only 55,000, In the 
view of Gov. Gruening and other authorities, the 
granting of statehood would greatly stimulate 
population growth by homesteading for veterans 
and other means. 

The third reason is that statehood would in- 
crease Alaskan taxation. So it would to some 
extent raise the very low taxes now paid. But 
isn't it interesting that the biggest fuss made on 
the taxation question comes from the absentee- 
owned salmon industry and the absentee-owned 
and monopolistic shipping industry? These peo- 
ple, who have long been profiting by the wealth 
of Alaska, are not public-spirited enough to pay 
their share to give the territory the status it de- 
serves. They should be compelled to do so. 

All of the problems—military, economic, edu- 
cational, judicial—of Alaska, which have been 
shamelessly neglected at Washington for genera- 
tions, revolve around its inferior status as a ter- 
ritory. Only when this stepchild—once known 
as Seward’s folly when bought from Russia for 
$7,200,000 in 1867, but which has returned un- 
told riches in gold and other things—becomes a 
part of the Union will it come inte its birthright. 
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Double Crime 

On July 11 former Warden H. G. Worthy and 
four former prison camp guards in Glynn county, 
Georgia, killed eight Negro convicts after the 
prisoners refused to work in a ditch harboring 
venomous snakes. 

Since then a county grand jury refused to 
indict these men. A committee of the Georgia 
Legislature held the killings to have been justi- 
fied. And now a Georgia federal jury took just 
eight minutes to acquit them. All this against 
the weight of the evidence. 

Thus a crime against justice has been added 
to a crime against humanity. 
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As to its losses in the municipal elections, the 
British Labor party is taking a conservative 
view. 


A Day at the Polls 


If any particular pattern emerges from the 
scattered elections, it is one of normal operation 
of our party system. The Democrats have won 
the governorship in Kentucky in what would 
have been hailed by the Republicans, had they 
won, as a significant omen for 1948. The Demo- 
crats have done it with a nominee who, as a 
member of the House, voted against the Taft- 
Hartley Act—a fact which was made an issue by 
the Republicans in the statewide race. This has 
the effect of balancing off the recent defeat of 
a Democratic Taft-Hartley Act opponent in Penn- 
sylvania. 

In the two special elections for seats in Con- 
gress, a Democrat succeeds a Democrat in Brook- 
lyn and a Republican succeeds a Republican in 
Indianapolis. The Republican Mayor of Phila- 
delphia was re-elected by a majority of more 
than 90,000 while the Democratic Mayor of Cleve- 
land overwhelmed his Republican opponent. Per- 


‘haps the most notable straw. is the fact that the 


Democrats won the mayoral seats in six of In- 
diana’s seven largest cities. They unseated Re- 
publicans in four. 

The single most welcome result is the double 
defeat of the two worst candidates for the seat 
of the late Man Bilbo in Mississippi. To the 
credit of the voters, Representative John E. 
Rankin was at the bottom of the field even be- 
fore the polls opened. Forrest Jackson, who 
claimed to be Bilbo’s political heir, ran third 
among the five. 


To have sent either to the Senate would have 


been an affront to decent'citizens all over the 
country. The raucous Rankin hangs on to his 
House post, but he cannot use “the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world” as a forum for his 
poisonous doctrines of racial and religious dis- 
crimination. Forrest Jackson is turned back in 
his first bid to out-Bilbo Bilbo. 

Judge Stennis, who leads the race gomfortably, 
will have an opportunity to raise immeasurably 
the standing of Mississippi in the Senate. His 
opportunity is a victory pointed up by the re- 
jection of a pair of demagogues. 
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It was interesting to see the House Commit- 
tee on American Activities and Hollywood under 
one tent, and thank goodness we didn't have to 
be the one to decide which got top billing.

More and more books about Roosevelt era are appearing, says cor- 
respondent, but all of them are by friendly writers; Historian 
Charles A. Beard meanwhile complains that others are denied access 
to records; these should be open without regard to political views.

Thus far the long and event-laden record 
of the Roosevelt Administration is being 
historically expounded and appraised al- 
most entirely by its defenders. First, Miss 
Frances Perkins wrote her extremely per- 
ceptive and admiring biography, and then 
Elliott Roosevelt broke into print with his 
keyhole and cocktail memoirs, which 
meant well, even if they did his father 
more harm than help. 

Now Henry Morgenthau is in Collier's 
magazine and James F. Byrnes is on the 
bookstalls. Play- 
wright Robert Sher- 
wood’s version of 
Harry Hopkins’ diar- 
ies and recollections 
and former Secretary 
of State Cordell 
Hull’s record of his 
stewardship soon will 
be forthcoming. 


But these books 
and these appraisals 
are bound to be one- 
sided. They have a 
maximum value as 
sources of historic in- 
formation, but they 
have a minimum value as aids to historic 
objectivity. 


Before the participants in these great 
events literally saturate the mind of the 
country with their useful, entirely honest, 
but inevitably slanted accounts, it is to be 
hoped that qualified historians begin soon 
to apply the corrective of detachment. 


President Roosevelt 


Alarmed by Restrictions 


To do this, they will need and they will 
deserve the fullest and freest access to the 
confidential records of the Government 
and to the official documents which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt placed in the custody of 
the Hyde Park Library. 

And there lies the rub. Distinguished 
historians, such as Prof. Charles A. Beard, 
are greatly disturbed by the evident desire 
of some persons intimately associated with 
the policies of the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion to restrict access to these official 
papers to historians and journalists who 
can be counted upon to place a sympa- 
thetic interpretation upon them. 

The record to date is sufficiently dubious 
to provide a basis for Prof. Beard’s alarm. 


Already, the record includes these incidents 


which add up to a trend: 


High officials in the Administration have 
sought out scholars who, they were sure, 
could be “trusted” to handle different 
phases of recent diplomatic and wartime 
histories. 

Prof, William Langer of Harvard, for 
example, wrote “Our Vichy Gamble” at the 
suggestion of Mr. Hull, and it came out a 
complete apologia for the French policies 
which the President and the Secretary of 
State pursued between the fall of France 
and the North African invasion, 


As a service and perhaps as an incentive 
to undertake this work, Prof. Langer had 
special access to secret documegts and di- 
gests of restricted information which, ac- 
cording to Prof. Beard, remain unavailable 
to other historians, 


No Special Privileges 
i 
Now it is announced that, under a grant 
of $139,000 given by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation to the Council for Foreign Relations, 
Prof. Langer is being commissioned to pre- 
pare a history of World War II. 


Prof, Beard cites this decision as further 
evidence that the guardians of the Roose- 
velt records are intent upon two things— 
to guarantee that friendly histories will be 
written first and to make it difficult for 
critical histories to be written by making 
the necessary source material either hard 
to get or impossible to get. 


At issue is not any question of Prof. 
Langer’s capacity or his right to take any 


view he judges sound, or even his title to 


the information which is placed at his dis- 
posal. But as he wrote in an article in a 
recent Saturday Evening Post, Prof. Beard 
assumes that Prof. Langer “will again 
enjoy special favors from the State Depart- 
ment and others who hold the keys to the 
Roosevelt and other papers.” At issue is the 
title of all qualified historians to equal 
access to the raw materials of American 
history. 

Prof. Beard makes a tase which the 
Roosevelt executors will have a hard time 
denying when he contends that all official 
documents should be “open to all citizens 
on equal terms, with special privileges to 
none,” and that “the competition of ideas 
in the forum of public opinion must be 
free from political interests or restraints.”

join that organization. The reason lies not only in the possibility 
that by joining, the party might invoke the Voorhis Act, which 


requires agents working in behalf 
with the State Department. 


The American Communist party 
is not strong enough to stand 
alone. Its greatest assets do not 
lie within its own ranks, but out- 
side them. It is not promoting, 
even, its own political personal- 
ities but others, who are not Com- 
munists. Under no circumstances 
can the Communists, afford to 
disrupt or narrow their present 
alliances. Their tactic, therefore, 
must be to create the appearance 
of autonomy. 

This is further forced upon 
them by their unique position of 
being within the ranks of the 
chief and only strong anti-Com- 
munist nation. 


To Strengle U. S. Influence. 


Soviet foreign policy primarily 
is directed against the United 
States. Its object is to strangle 
all American influence in the 
world, weaken American defenses, 
divide American opinion, foster 
American industrial strife, exacer- 
bate American racial tensions, 
create the fear of war, contribute 
to an American depression, and 
in every way bring about the iso- 
lation of the United States from 
the rest of the world while the 
Soviets expand and consolidate 
their hegemony over Europe and 
Asia. 


In short, while the active col- 
laboration of the European Com- 
munist parties is needed to com- 
plete an hegemony that already

F Queen Elizabeth glances 
| nervously at her watch during 

Princess Elizabeth's wedding 
ceremony, she may, quite possibly, 
be looking at the specially de- 
signed RAF insignia wristwatch 
made for her by jewelry designer 
Otto Grun. When Fala, formerly 
the first Scottie of the land, wan- 
ders from home, the finder may 
know his identity by the gold dog- 
house tag on his collar, also de- 
signed by Grun. When Holly- 
wood and Broadway actors or 


other men of financial distinc- 


tion want an unusual design in 


jewelry, they go to Grun whose 


clever designs range from ‘$2.75 
bracelet charms to $15,000 brace- 
les investments, 

Now making his first visit to 
St. Louis, Grun is showing a $350,- 
000 (gendarme guarded) collection 
of some of his more unusual pieces 
of jewelry at Lockhart’s, Inc. 

“We design with the heart,” 
Grun, a big, quiet-spoken man 
with bushy graying hair, explains. 
But he also designs with the eye 
of an artist and a lively sense of 


Grun's dark-haired, vivacious and 
efficient wife says as she holds 
up a hand-etched gold pillbox, 
studded with rubies and sap- 
phires. “It’sh a copy of the first 
thing Otto made when he was 14 
years old.“ | 

Grun's career as a jewelry de- 
signer began in his early teens 
in his native Vienna, where he 
spent five years in watchmakers’ 
school, five years in a jewelers’ 
school and then apprenticed for 
a year before he earned a dollar 
from his profession.

dyed.” And the man or woman 
who, has bought materials for 
clothing knows that the yarn- 
dyed costs more. The worsted 


suiting which has been dyed in, 


the yarn before being woven ‘is 
presumed, first of all, to hold its 
color better, and by extension the 
“dyed in the wool bigot” or “dyed 
in the wool skinflint” would be 
one most unlikely to change his 
nature, 

This is a phrase of time-honored 
usage in England, where the im- 
portance of the great textile in- 
dustries perhaps had something 
to do with the making of meta- 
phors on the subject of wool. 
There is “wool-gathering” for the 
absent-minded person, attributed 
in England to sending children to 
gather wool from hedges—a pur- 
poseless, certainly a trivial errand, 

Then there is the old saying “I'd 
rather lie in woolens,” another 
way of saying “I'd rather be 
dead.” The allusion here is to an 
Act of Parliament, passed in 1666, 
for “buying in woollen only.” The 
law’s objective was understood to 
be to benef the British woolen 
industry and reduce the importa- 
tion of linens, but the act was re- 
pealed in 1814.

WHAT’S THE ORIGIN? 


AVANNAH: At long last“ is 
a phrase used by well-known 
writers and it puzzles me. Why 
the “long’?—J. J. G. 

Answer: I have traced the re- 
rundant phrase in literature as 
far back as 1398. Many authors 
have used it: for example Lowell 
in Study Wind:“ . the hearty 
abuse of human nature which at 
the long last is always to blame.” 


The expression has become a 
cliche (trite, worn out) since the 
abdication broadcast. of Edward 
VIII (now Duke of Windsor) De- 
cember 11, 1936: “At long last I 
am able to say a few words of my 
until now it has not 
been constitutionally possible for 


me to speak. I have found it im- 


possible to earry the heavy bur- 
den of responsibility and to dis- 
charge my duties as king as I 
would wish to do without the

I love.”

ned Spaniards of Moorish admix-
